Gasoline From Lignite 


University Of Minnesota Scientists 
Are Carrying On Experiments 

Two University of Minnesota scien- 
tists, successful already in develop- 
ing callulose, a principal ingredient 
of rayon, from the aspen tree, specu- 
lated on the possibility of making} 
gasoline from lignite. 

The two, Professor Lloyd H. Rver- 
son and Ralph E. Brewer, hunting 
new materials and new uses for old 
ones with the co-operation of the 
Northwest Research foundation, were 
heartened by the success of German 
scientists in making gasoline from} 
brown coal. Lignite, they pointed | 
out, is similar in composition to Ger- 
many’s brown coal. 

Success of experiments in making 
gasoline from lignite would create} 
an outlet for vast deposits of the low 
grade coal which underly prairies of | 
North and South Dakota and eastern 
Montana. Geologists have estimated 
their total at 1,000,000,000,000 tons.

Discovered When Workman Fried 
Meal On Waste Slate 

A workman in a slate quarry. in 
North Wales found himself without 
a frying pan when he wanted to cook | 
his ham-and-egg dinner. 

So he used a piece of waste slate 
instead.

Rates For Low-Grade 
- Grain Shipments ToU.S. 


Winnipeg.—A large potential mar- 
ket in the United States for Canadian 
low-grade grain will prove of im- 
mense value to Canada only if Cana- 
dian railroads lower their freight 
rates, declared John I. McFarland, 
general manager of the Canadian 
Wheat Pools, on his return to Win- 
nipeg from Washington and Ottawa 
where he has been negotiating sales 
to the United States, 

The government's wheat manager 
found the United States needing to 
import very large quantities of wheat 
and other feeds to maintain its live- 
stock population, “but whether the 
Canadian, producers will participate 
in this market will depend very large- 
ly on the attitude of the Canadian 
railways.” 

“The extent of the shortage of 
feed in the republic to the south is 
only just being realized,’ continued 
Mr. McFarland, 

Canadian railroads should recog- 
nize, he said, “the United States is 
an importing nation, and that grain 
moving to it from Canada should be 
granted an export rate.” 

“Other countries will be seeking 
an outlet for their surplus grain in 
the United States and will have the 
benefit of export rates to U.S. ports, 
but Canadian farmers would have an 
advantage over their competitors if 
only conceded a freight rate equal 
to that applying to exports of Cana- 
dian ‘grains to European or other 
overseas countries.” 

Mr. McFarland made it quite clear 
the sale of Canadian wheat and other 


grains to the United States would be,

Eggs At Alberta Meeting 

Edmonton.—A barrage of rotten 
eggs hurled by irate farmer anti- 
strikers greeted speakers substitut- 
ing for grain strike agitators when 
they appeared before a meeting at 
St. Michael, east of here. 

Peter Kasian and Mike Yaniw, of 
Royal Park, proxies for Peter Kle- 
parchuk, Mundare district’s delegate 
to Soviet Russia two years ago, who 
now is awaiting hearing of his ap- 
peal against a two-month jail term 
for wrecking a grain wagon while 
picketing, and William Pylpow, town 
councillor of St. Michael and chair- 
man of the meeting, were liberally 
splatted with foul-smelling debris 
when the meeting broke up in dis- 
order. 

Kasian and Yaniw were sent by 
Kleparhcuk to hold the meeting while 
he was busy in Mundare with hear- 
ings before the board of grain com- 
missioners, sent to investigate the 
grain strike in that district. 

The speakers had hardly finished 
presenting the case for the strike 
when the farmers, deciding against 
strike measures, pelted those on the 
platform with five dozen over-ripe 
eggs.

Ottawa.—Insofar as agriculture is

avoid, as far as possible, the ex- 
tremes of booms and slumps and to 
keep Canada on a steadier and 
sounder progress to prosperity.

“A central bank performs the same 
benefit for the daily traffic in the 
banking world as the pneumatic tire 
does for the motor car, It cushions 
the bumps and makes the whole ser- 
vice easier, smoother, speedier and 
more efficient.”

Times 
Testing Of Seeds 


Simple Home Method Found Reliable 
And Removes Doubt 


Take an old newspaper and cut it 
into sheets five inches square. Soak 
these sheets for a few minutes in 
warm water. Now place five of these 
sheets one on top of the other on 4 
table or bench. Count out twenty- 
five or fifty kernels of the seed to 
be tested and place them in regular 
order on the last paper sheet. Cover 
with five more sheets of the soaked 
paper. Roll up the sheets into a doll 
and tle with string or secure with 
rubber bands, Place one or more of 
these dolls in an ordinary two-quart 
fruit sealer or jar. Fill sealer 
with warm water and let dolls soak 
for four or five hours. Then pour 
out water and put on the screw top 
without the rubber ring, screw down 
loosely. Keep the sealer in a warm 
place for four or five days. Then 
take out the paper dolls and read 
the test. 

One advantage of this method is 
its simplicity, since the sealers can 
be wrapped up at night and kept 
warm in case the dwelling house has 
a lower temperature at night than in 
the day time, as for instance when 
wood is used for fuel. The test is 
easily and quickly read and the seal- 
ers are easily and conveniently 
handled and occupy little space. Hav- 
ing used and tested practically all the 
methods recommended for testing 
seeds this has been found the sim- 
plest and most satisfactory. 

Test your seeds, dont guess. You 
can lose enough sowing one field with 
seed that will not germinate to pay 
for the time spent testing in ten 
years. 


Would Be Great Advantage 


If Rockets Could Carry Necessary 
Supplies To Isolated Areas 

Two scientists, who are planning a 
balloon flight into the upper reaches 
of the earth's atmosphere, first pene- 
trated by Professor Piccard three 
years ago, intend to fire a rocket to 
the moon when they attain a height 
of twelve miles. They believe that, 
released at that altitude, the speed 
of the rocket, which will be helped 
on its way by a serles of explosions, 
should be enormously increased, and 
they expect it to reach the moon in 
a few hours. Perhaps a more prac- 
tical use for rockets is-indicated by 
other experiments which have taken 
place recently among the Scottish 
western islands. The aim of these 
was to fire rockets containing letters 
and medical stores across a strip of 
sea. Communication between the 
islands is often difficult in winter 
owing to storms, and it would be a 
great advantage if mails and—in 
cases of emergency—medical stores 
could be carried in this way. An ex- 
tension of the same principle might 
also enable stores to be sent to light- 
houses, some of which cannot be 
reached by boat during bad weather, 
and thus make things at least a little 
better for the men who perform this 
lonely duty. 


Signs Of Stone Age 


But Archaeologists Say Ireland Not 
Inhabited In Ice Age 

Harvard University archaeologists 
digging into the soil of old Ireland, 
have shattered a long-held scientific 
belief that the country was inhabited 
during the ice age.

In Twenty-four Years 


Capture of the international wheat 
championship at Chicago fair by J. 
B. Allsop, of Wembley, Alberta, is 
the eighth time the prize has come 
to Alberta in 11 years and the fifth 
time to the Wembley district. 

Allsop is only 20 years old, and 
this was his second effort at Chicago. 
In 1932 he came fifth in hard spring 
wheat there. ; 

Allsop has his farm near that of 
the famous Herman Trelle, who has 
produced four world champlonship 
wheat samples, but the new cham- 
pion has always operated entirely in- 
dependently of the former wheat 
king.

Allsop, have been consistent exhibitors 
in seed grains for a number of years, 
but their chief wins always have 
been in winter wheat until this year. 
-Twice Allsop took first in winter 
wheat, last year at Chicago and the 
year before at Toronto royal. 

The Allsops originally came from 
England but have been in Alberta 
for some years, the father farming 
for some time near Calgary before 
moving about eight years ago to 
Wembley district, where he bought a 
half section of land from Herman 
Trelle’s brother-in-law. Father and 
son have been prominent not only in 
seed grain production, but also as 
successful mixed farmers, having a 
good herd of holsteins and other 
stock. Mrs. Allsop, senior, took a 
lively interest in the seed grain ex- 
hibits of her husband and son before 
her death a year ago. 

Great satisfaction was expressed 
by Alberta agricultural officials when 
word was received of the winning of 
the world wheat title for Alberta. 
Hon. Hugh Allen, minister of lands 
and mines, who is member for Grande 
Prairie, and who is a personal friend 
of long standing of the new cham- 
pion, gave great praise to the work 
of the Allsops in production of high 
quality seed grain, and pald tribute 
to them as all-round good farmers. 

“For the past four years it has 
been my ambition to win.the inter- 
national championship,” he said at 
his home four miles north of Wem- 
bley, on the brow of a hill overlook- 
ing Lake Saskatoon; a charming 
farm home, retaining much of the 
old English atmosphere in which his 
ancestors lived and farmed for many 
generations in the Old Country. 

The young winner's father gives 
Herman Trelle much credit for the 
son’s success—for the inspiration to 
persistent effort, thought not for the 
grain itself, 

“And if I hadn’t won this year, I'd 
have kept right on trying,” said the 
youthful wheat king. “It would have 
been good experience for next year.” 

Allsop’s victory gave Canada its 
20th win in the 24 times the title has 
been awarded at Chicago. 

Allsop's win brought Alberta's 
string of victories in the wheat 
sweepstakes to eight compared with 
11 for Saskatchewan and only one for 
Manitoba. Not since 1928 has the 
United States been able to produce a 
champion in the sweepstakes. The 


1933 title was won by Frank Isaack- 
son, of Elfros, in northern Saskatche- 
wan. 

Seager Wheeler, who is experl- 
menting in fruit growing at his farm 
at Rosthern, Sask., won the Chicago 
wheat crown five times—in 1911, 
1914, 1915, 1916 and 1918. Trelle's 
four wins were in 1926, 1930, 1931 
and 1932, 

J. C. Mitchell, of Dahinda, Sask., 
won the title in 1919, 1920 and 1924. 
Other Canadian winners were: 1912, 
Henry Holmes, Alberta; 1918, Paul 
| Gerlach, Saskatchewan; 1917, Samuel 
|Larcombe, Manitoba; 1922, R. O. 
Wiler, Saskatchewan; 1923, H. G. L. 
Strange, Alberta; 1929, Joseph H. B. 
Smith, Alberta. 

The four United States victories 
were scored by G. W. Craft in 1921;

Eider-Down Industry 


Work Of Department Of The Interior 
Protecting Eider Duck Provides 
New Source Of Revenue 

The Honourable Thomas G. Mur- 
phy, minister of interior, in discuss- 
ing the benefits of wild life conserva- 
tion pointed out that through the 
protection afforded to eider duck by 
the Migratory Birds Convention Act 
and the encouragement given by 
officers of his department, a new 
source of revenue has been provided 
inhabitants of the eider duck nesting 
grounds in the gulf of St. Lawrence 
and more northern parts of the Do- 
minion. Thousands of eider duck 
nest on the rocky shores and islands 
of the gulf of St. Lawrence and 
northward, while a few scattered 
breeding places are also to be found 
farther south, and from these areas 
there is now being produced a con- 
siderable supply of eider-down which 
is much in demand in commerce. 

The work of developing the eider- 
down industry was begun as a meas- 


ure of protection for the elder duck | 


by impressing on the inhabitants the 
benefits to be gained by safeguarding 


the birds and adopting modern 
methods in the collection of the 
down.

source is being developed with direct 
monetary returns to the local resi- 
dents. 

It is estimated that each nest 
yields slightly over an ounce of down 
per season. The mother bird plucks 
the down from her breast to cover 
the eggs in the nest and the practice 
of the collector is to remove only a 
portion of this down so as not to in- 
jure the eggs or disturb the sitting 
bird. The down is then put through 
@ special cleaning process before it 
is sold to the trade. 

The collection of eider-down is car- 
reid on under special permit from 
the Department of the Interior and 
persons living in areas where the 
eider duck nests can secure full in- 
formation on the subject by applying 
to the Commissioner, National Parks 
of Canada, Department of the In- 
terior, Ottawa. 


Drought In Canada

lly decreasing possibility until 1939, 
in which year there may be too much 
rain, according to Sir James Jeans, 
British scientist and astronomer, who 
claims the greater the number of 
sunspots, the greater the rainfall.

Sterilizing Milk Cans 


Hypochlorite Method Cheaper And 
Equally Efficient As Steam 

In the progress report of the Do- 

minion Agricultural Bacteriologist 


| reference is made to the sterilization 


and chlorine’ solutions methods. 
Steam under pressure, which is gen- 
erally conceded to be the ideal means 
of sterilizing dairy utensils, is em- 
|ployed at the Central Experimental 
Farm Dairy, Ottawa. In view of the 
increasing use of chlorine solutions 
as sterilizing rinses, says the report, 
an opportunity was taken to compare 
the efficiency of this method with 
| that of steam sterilization. Starting 
August 8, 1932, treatment with a 
hypochlorite solution was alternated 
| with steam sterilization (5 pounds 
pressure for 20 or 30 minutes). 

The result of the analysis of 141 
cans and 143 bottles showed the 
hypochlorite to be somewhat less 
effective than steam under pressure, 
the difference being more marked 
with bottles than with cans, When, 
however, it is realized that the bac- 
terial contamination of milk on fill- 
ing the worst can would be 122 per 
cubic centimetre and from the worst 
bottle 165, the differences are seen 
to be relatively insignificant. Against 
this must be set the convenience and 
cheapness of the hypochlorite method 
and the greater comfort of the man 
working in the washroom, the tem- 
|perature averaging over 7 degrees 
Fahrenheit higher when steam was 
used It should also be noted that 
in all these tests, the preparations of 
the solutions and the treatment of 
tue utensils and bottles were carried 
out by non-technical help without 
any direct supervision, so that equally 
good results should be obtained by 
any intelligent operator.

Lord Nuffield, the English motor 
magnate, recalled a “fight” he had 
with the Oxford city council when 
they wanted to start trams in Ox- 
ford in 1913. 

‘I applied for a license to run 
busses in Oxford,” he said. “I did 
not even get a reply. 

“I bought motor-busses and ar- 
ranged that they should arrive in 
Oxford after dark. Within an hour 
of the busses’ starting there was a 
detective on every one taking the 
drivers’ names and addresses! 

“The only way I could obviate go- 
ing to jail was by taking no money. 
Accordingly I arranged that shops on 
the routes should sell coupons saying 
they entitled the bearer to ride on a 
motor-bus. 

“The city council engaged two 
eminent K.C.’s who advised locking 
me up. 

“However, the whole of the popu- 
lation wanted motor-busses and after 
three months the council themselves 
decided to put them on. 

“T called the drivers together and 
said, ‘We have twice the number of 
busses they have.

“The consequence was the coun- 
cil busses never got a passenger. 
Eventually they made an offer for 
my busses and I accepted, and I do 
not mind telling them now that if 
they had not made that offer I would 
have been ‘bust’.”—London Dally Ex- 
press.

Cooper Shop Ceremony Still Carried 
On In England 

“Ordeal by fire’ is a ceremony

One Subject That Seems Now To Bo 

Sadly Neglected 

For some time past there has been 
discussion without end regarding the 
Ontario educational system. What 
should be taught and what should 
not. 

If the educational system is to be 
changed—-and there {is abundant 
room for change-—might we offer the 
humble suggestion that writing be 
given its old time place in the course 
of studies prescribed for both public 
and secondary schools. 

A short time ago the Chatham 
News, in an editorial, said: ‘The 
other day this paper received a 
document signed by sixty editors of 
the United States. It was an excel- 
lent document intended to stimulate 
thinking in a troubled time, but after 
looking at the signatures and trying 
to figure them out, we are almost 
forced to the conclusion that what is 
needed is a stimulation of penman- 
ship, rather than thinking.” 

And that is the truth, Out of the 
countless contributions that reach a 
newspaper, in the course of a year, 
there are not two out of fifty that 
because of the clarity oi the hand- 
writing can be read offhand at a 
glance. 

As a matter of fact the older the 
contributor, the more legible is the 
handwriting likely to be, and the 
present day student handwriting ts 
a fearsome and wondrous thing. 

It is that way because the older 
people, while they may have lacked 
much in the way of an education, 
as we understand that term today, 
did receive a grounding in at least 
one subject that has left its mark 
through life. 

One subject thoroughly mastered 
{s worth more than a smattering of 
many. We would like to have writ- 
ing again taught in the schools as it 
used to be taught, because now it 
seems to be something of a matter 
of pride among schools as to which 
can boast of the worst penmanship, 
rather than of the best.--Chicago 
Tribune.

Japan Plans Airline Link

cently from Yokohama are now sur- 
veying the route between Saipan and 
Palau, using a seaplane of 1,200 
miles cruising-radius, Their arrival 
was prepared for by establishment 
of meteorogical observatories and 
wireless stations at Saipan, Paulau 
and Truk.

After 26 years in office, Sir Herbert 
S. Holt has relinauished the presi- 
dency of The Royal Bank of Canada 
and now becomes Chairman of the 
Board and Chairman of the Executive 
Committee. He is succeeded by 
Morris W. Wilson as President and 
Managing Director, and Sydney G. 
Dobson follows Mr. Wilson as Gen- 
eral Manacer. 

These changes were announced at 
the end of the bank's fiscal year, fol- 
lowing a regular meeting of the 
board. They are changes which con- 
stitute not only an imnvortant mile- 
stone in the 65 years of Roval Bank 
history, but also an event of national 
sienifieance.

Little Journeys In Science 


LIQUID AIR 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


All gases, if cooled and compressed 
sufficiently, may be changed into 
liquids, or even into solids. Sulphur 
dioxide (the gas which is produced 
when sulphur burns in air) is easily 
converted into a 
gases, including hydrogen and oxy- 
gen, are very difficult to liquify. The 
liquefaction of helium by the Dutch 
scientist Kamerlingh Onnes, in 1908, 
was regarded as a great scientific 
achievement. 


Liquid air was first obtained about | 


fifty years ago and since then it has 
been used commercially, the method 
of producing it having been continu- 
ally improved. It is made in large 


quantities by an intricate machine in | 


which the air is compressed and cool- 
ed. The point at which the air be- 
comes liquid is called the “critical 
temperature”, Liquid air boils at 
-190 degree centigrade. When such 
objects as a rubber ball, an egg, a 
piece of meat or a flower are placed 
in the liquid they become nearly as 
brittle as glass. When a tea kettle 
filled with liquid air is placed on a 
block of ice it boils vigorously, for 
the ice is hot as 
liquid air, 

Liquid air is used chiefly in the 
production of nitrogen, oxygen and 


| argon, and is also used as a cooling 


agent. When mixed with charcoal it 


forms a powerful blasting explosive | 


since the charcoal burns in it. 
It was first thought that liquid air 


| would be used widely for refrigera- 


tion, for cooling and _ ventilating 
rooms, and for the destruction of 
bacteria, but because it is expensive 
to produce and difficult to handle, it 
has not been used extensively for 
these purposes.

"Bad OF Great Navy 


Last Of Big German Battleships 
Being Broken Up 

While the naval discussions in 
London are seemingly futile in regard 
| to limitation, the end of what was 
once the second most powerful navy 
| afloat is being encompassed at the 
former British naval dockyard known 
as Rosyth, just beyond the Forth 
bridge. There the wartime German 
navy is being dissected and broken 
}up under the melting qualities of 
acetylene torches and the hammer 
blows of hydraulic tools. 

When the Germans by pre-arrang- 
ed signal scuttled their surrendered 
fleet at Scapa Flow they thought that 
was the end of their navy. Probably 
they thought the job of raising an 
entire navy was too big to be at- 
tempted. There were 12 battle cruis- 
ers, and the entire outfit was valued 
at about $300,000,000. But the sal- 
vaging job was done, although it 
took fourteen years to do it. 

And now at Rosyth these former 
proud German warships are being 
beaten into plowshares. Several hun- 
dred thousand tons of steel, iron, 
brass and bronze are being cut out of 
them until there is nothing left re- 
sembling a ship. The common grades 
of steel are sold to industries that 
make rails, which are being shipped 
all over the world. Much of the bet- 
ter grade is being bought by auto- 
mobile manufacturers. The highest 
grade of all, that which was arm- 
ored turrets, goes to toolmakers, 
shipbuilders and engine makers. Some 
of it, in fact, has been resold to Ger- 
many, where it may even reappear in 
the recreated pocket battleships.

Second Mirror For Telescope 


Twenty Tons Of Molten Glass Poured 
In Record Time 

The second 200-inch mirror for the 
world’s greatest telescope, the astro- 
nomical eye that will see 1,000,000 
times better than the human eye, has 
been poured without a single appar- 
ent flaw at the Corning glass works. 

The time was record-breaking, six 
hours and 53 minutes, for 20 tons of 
molten glass, ladled out in 104 huge 
gobs that fairly scorched the faces: 
of spectators and scientists who en- 
circled the great pouring room, The 
time was nearly twice the speed of 
pouring the first “eye last March. 

For the first time, it was announc- 


!ed officially the March mirror is a 


success. This means if the second 
mirror comes out of the annealer 10 
months hence in as good shape as 
now expected, astronomers will have 
two of these giant mirrors, instead 
of the one originally planned. 

They have the money to build only 
one telescope.. The equipment to 
complete a second would cost some- 
thing less than the price of one bat- 
tleship. 

In six years or so hence this mir- 
ror, or its “spare,” the March eye, 
will be ready to increase man's vision 
into space from the present 300,000,-| 
000 light years’ distance to nearly 
1,000,000,000 years. The 200-inth 
telescope, that is, will see light which 
started on its journey toward the 
earth 900,000,000 years ago.

England By Air 
Smuggling of drugs, Paris fashions 
and jewels into Britain by air has 

grown to an astonishing scale. 

British tariffs on silk, expensive 
dresses, Jewelry and drugs make this 
illicit traffic a highly profitable busi- 
ness. 

Thousands of pounds of these 
articles can be loaded on a single 
plane, 

The traffic in drugs, always difficult 
to detect, is known to be growing at 
an even greater rate. 

Opium, cocaine, heroin and other | 
narcotics are being peddled in the 
West End and other cities in quan- 
tities far In excess of those shown by! 
the import certificates. 

An official at Croydon aerodrome 
expressed the opinion that this) 
smuggling must be earried out on a 
very large scale if it is made to pay.
